Child hurt at 
murder scene 
is safe: RCMP 

fatality A child inside a 
Red Deer duplex where a 
woman was murdered 
Wednesday morning was 
treated in hospital with 
“ non-life-threatening 
injuries” and later 
released, Mounties said. 

“There was a child 
impacted by the situation 
and that child is safe at 
this time,” said Rhonda 
Coubrough, a 
spokeswoman with 
Central Alberta Child and 
Family Services.

It’s believed the attack¬ 
er, who knew the woman, 
may have fled in a two 
door 2005 Silver Honda 
Civic with an Alberta 
licence plate marked LBE 
367, Mounties said. 
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They’ve been inseparable 
best friends and lovers for 
almost 25 years, but will 
soon be torn apart prema¬ 
turely by an inoperable 
disease.

Searing images of the sex¬ 
ual abuse of infants, 
toddlers and schoolchild¬ 
ren from across Ontario 
make up the evidence in 
the largest child pornogra¬ 
phy bust in Ontario histo¬ 
ry, police say. 

The cross-Ontario raids 
freed a four-year-old boy 
and 12-year-old girl this 
week, but police said they 
fear there are plenty of 
other children still suffer¬ 
ing from sexual abuse and 
exploitation on the Inter¬ 
net.

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Easy money or costly scam? 

Do research to avoid getting stuck in a pyramid scheme

W ho doesn’t 
want to 
make more 
money? Es¬ 
pecially 

these days. So the offer to 
make easy cash is tempting. 
And that’s what a company 
called BIM (Business in Mo¬ 
tion) is offering. We found 
out firsthand when we went 
inside: Join the organiza¬ 
tion, and you could make se¬ 
rious dollars, and get dream 
vacations. Almost eveiy 
night in hotel conference 
rooms across the country, 
BIM is holding information 
sessions about its exclusive 
money-making plan, with 
the promise that it is on the 
cusp of exploding into a 
profitable venture bigger 
than Amway. 



Sound too good to be 
true? BIM says it’s not. It 
says that hasn’t stopped 
around 8,000 Canadians 
from getting in. The man be¬ 
hind BIM, Alan Kippax, says 
the company has already 
brought in $30 million in 
sales. And just what does 
BIM sell? Its main product is 
the UltraLife travel club, 
with online access to steep 
discounts on resort travel all 
over the world. Attend a 
presentation, and you could 
get the sense you’ll soon be 
relaxing in sunny climes 
while the money pours in. 

BIM says you can get a 
$9,000 package for just 
$3,200 at one of its presen¬ 
tations. We get ourselves 
inside and do some dig¬ 
ging. We attend a few 
sessions and discov¬ 
er the real attrac¬ 
tion is not the holi¬ 
day, but the 
promise of big 
money. The 
pitch is 
about 
bringing 
in new 


buyers. And when you help 
Alan Kippax do that, you 
can join its pay structure 
and, he says, potentially 
make thousands of dollars 
signing up new members. 

But potential buyers 
should approach with cau¬ 
tion. Experts we’ve spoken 
to say BIM looks and sounds 
like an illegal pyramid 
scheme, which means it has 
a limited shelf life and buy¬ 
ers could lose their money. 
To prevent pyramids, Cana¬ 
da’s Competition Bureau 
forbids any company from 
operating a business that 
makes most of its money off 
recruiting. Another red flag 
for pyramid schemes? The 
product sold is often of 
little value. 

So just how much is 
its travel product 
worth? We com¬ 
pare BIM’s $3,200 
travel club with 
discount sites 
available on 
the Inter¬ 
net. We 
find 
cheaper 


prices for the same date at 
the same resort as in BIM’s 
package. 

Alan Kippax insists his 
company is legal. But the 
RCMP admitted to us that 
they suspect it is an illegal 
pyramid scheme. They told 
us they’ve passed on their 
concerns to the Competi¬ 
tion Bureau. The Competi¬ 
tion Bureau would not say 
whether it is investigating. 

Meanwhile, BIM contin¬ 
ues to pitch its plan to Cana¬ 
dians desperate for cash 
during these tough times. If 
you are unsure about join¬ 
ing a money-making ven¬ 
ture, do lots of homework. 
Turn to the Internet and 
search for any complaints 
about the people involved. 
And before you hand over 
your money, understand the 
law so that you don’t risk 
losing cash to a scheme that 
may eventually collapse.

Edmontonians know the value of water

When it comes to our natu¬ 
ral resources, I think few of 
us would argue that none 
of them is more important 
than water. There’s a good 
chance we will eventually 
be able to replace our re¬ 
liance on fossil fuels with 
alternate forms of energy. 
But most of us recognize 
that there is no alternative 
to water. If our consump¬ 
tion exceeds supply, or we 
contaminate it beyond re¬ 
mediation, that’s it. No one 
is going to come up with a 
solution to providing our 


need for this vital fluid. But 
this kind of thinking has 
not always been the case. 

For a long time, most of 
us really didn’t think much 
about water as a limited re¬ 
source. It had always been 
around in seeming plenti¬ 
ful supply and there was no 
reason to think that it was 
always going to be that 
way. Few of us could ever 
imagine a day when we 
would turn on the tap and 
nothing would come out. 
But as Alberta has grown 
and our use of water has in¬ 
creased, we have come to 
realize that this is not true. 

I am often critical of how 
this city operates. But it is 
the kind of criticism re¬ 
served for those we care 
about. When we see a 
friend make bad decision 
after bad decision, I think 
we feel obligated to say

something to them. Our in¬ 
tent is to get them to do 
the right things, things 
that are best for them. But 
no matter how stupid we 
think some of a friend’s de¬ 
cisions are, it should not 
prevent us from acknowl¬ 
edging when they in fact 
do the right thing. 

I had occasion to think 
about that when I read 
about Calgaiy’s new water 
bylaw that will see all 
homes in Calgary on a me¬ 
tered system by 2014. Right 
now, many Calgarians are 
on a flat rate. That means 
they pay a fixed amount for 


water, no matter how 
much they use. Under 
those circumstances, 
there’s no inducement to 
reduce water consumption. 

Thank goodness in Ed¬ 
monton we’re on a me¬ 
tered system. We recognize 
water use has a cost, envi¬ 
ronmentally and economi¬ 
cally. It makes us hesitant 
to water the lawn and to 
accept the advisability of 
installing low-flow shower 
heads and such like. Meter¬ 
ing has, in a small way, 
made us all stewards of the 
environment. I am glad 
that in this circumstance 
Edmonton has led rather 
than followed.

Not only is it 
styled in the classic gothic 
look mastered by its direc¬ 
tor Henry Selick in The 
Nightmare Before Christ¬ 
mas, but Coraline is the 
first-ever stop-motion ani¬ 
mated flick ever conceived 
for 3-D. 

Coraline (voiced by Dako¬ 
ta Fanning) is a bored young 
girl who, after moving into a 
shared residence called the 
Pink Palace with her over- 
worlced-and-underattentive 
parents, discovers a mysteri¬ 
ous door that leads to alter¬ 
nate universe.

Fish and 
Vegetable Stew 

INGREDIENTS: 

11/2 tbsp (20 ml) olive oil 

2 onions, finely chopped 

3 garlic cloves, thinly 
sliced 

1 large red pepper, seeded 
and thinly sliced 

1 lb (500 g) sweet potato, 
peeled and cut into cubes 

2 cups (500 ml) fish or veg¬ 
etable stock 

1 tsp (5 ml) chopped fresh 
thyme 

Salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 
1 2/3 cups (400 ml) frozen 
peas, thawed and drained 
1 1/4 cups (300 ml) corn 
kernels 

1 lb (500 g) skinless white 
fish fillets, cut into bite- 
sized pieces 

Fresh thyme leaves to gar¬ 
nish 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large frying 
pan with lid over moder¬ 
ate heat. Add onions and 
garlic and cook 5 minutes, 


stirring frequently, until 
onions are light gold. 

2. Add red pepper and 
sweet potato, cover and 
cook 5 minutes, or until 
sweet potato begins to 
soften. Stir in stock, 
thyme and pinch of salt. 
Boil, then reduce heat, 
cover and simmer 10 min¬ 
utes, or until sweet potato 
is just tender. Stir in peas 
and corn kernels. 

3. Place fish on top of veg¬ 
etables. Cover and cook 
gently 8-10 minutes, or 
until fish is cooked 
through. Season to taste 
with black pepper, then 
serve immediately sprin¬ 
kled with fresh thyme 
leaves.
